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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baker et al., US 
5,777,601 for the same reasons indicated in the previous Office Action.

Response to Applicant's Remarks 
Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

With respect to independent claims 1 , 4 and 9 (and all claims depending therefrom), 
Applicant alleges the modulated luminance and chrominance components of the Baker reference 
do not indicate that the picture information contained therein comprises a first and second 
number of image lines (Remarks, 10/29/2007 pp. 1). However, one skilled in the art would 
appreciate that luminance and chrominance picture information as disclosed by Baker and cited 
by Examiner in the original Office Action (06/28/2007) naturally comprises information 
indicating that picture comprises a first (contained in the luminance signal) and second 
(contained in the at least one chrominance signal) number of image lines. Furthermore, Baker 
provides ample discussion of the luminance and chrominance signals' role in indicating that the 
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picture comprises a first and second number of lines in the discussion of generating composite 
pixel data in col. 17 line 17 thru col. 18 line 65. 

Applicant further traverses the rejection of claim 4, alleging that Baker fails to teach or 
fairly suggest the limitation of "providing a first parameter to the feeder indicating that the 
picture comprises a first number of lines and providing a second parameter to the scalar or 
compositor or capture indicating that the picture comprises a second number of lines" (Remarks, 
10/29/2007 pp. 2-3) As indicated in the first Office Action, Baker teaches both a feeder (fig. 3 
item 314, also, col. 12, In. 48-56) and scalar (fig. 3, item 306, also, col. 12, In. 14-38) for 
fetching and scaling lines of the picture. See the preceding paragraph for a discussion of a first 
and second parameter providing a first and second number of image lines. Therefore, the 
original grounds for rejection of independent claims 1, 4, and 9 (and all claims depending 
therefrom) under 35 USC § 102(b), presented in the first Office Action (06/28/2007) are 
maintained. 

The Double Patenting rejection of claims 2, 4, 7, 8, 13 and 14 is hereby withdrawn.
